Maria Sophia, late ex-Queen of the two 

Sicilies, who died about a year ago at 
Munich, recalls to memory one who, while 
practically unknown to the present generation, 
yet in her day exercised a very wide influence 
and was the centre of an illustrious circle. 

By birth she was a member of the singularly 
ill-fated ducal family of Wittelsbach, in 
Bavaria, one of her sisters being the eccentric 
Empress Elizabeth of Austria, whose career 
was finally cut sbort by the hand of an 
assassin. Another sister was the Duchess 
d’Alencon, who, together with many others, 
verished in the flames when the great charity 
vazaar which they organised in Paris in 1897 
was set alight by the upsetting of a lamp. 

It is now thirty years ago since Francis the 
Second, the last King of Naples and husband 
of the late Queen, died. Her time at Naples 
was short. Married at Munich in 1859, she 
became Queen not long afterwards, but it was 
the stormy period of the (;aribaldian struggle 
for liberty, which ended in victory for 
Garibaldi. 

During the siege of Gaeta, when, with the 
King and Army she was exposed to constant 
danger, she earned for herself the title of 
‘the heroine of Gaeta.’’ 

Being forced to leave Naples, King Francis 
and his wife moved to Paris, and shortly 
after they had settled there, Alphonse 


en Ha.’ It is based upon the history of 
this unfortunate Royal couple, only naturally 
the setting is altered. For instance, Naples 
and Sicily became Illyria and Dalmatio, and 
Gaeta is éalled Ragusa. The disguise is 
flimsy, however, and easily penetrated. 

This book has gone the round of the world 
of culture, and has been read ‘vith intense 
interest; for one there makes acquaintance 
nov only with “al re tmberile,”’ as Francis 
was described, but with “ Maria the Brave,’’ 
as all her people called her. 

Though it is said that the King was not 
truthfully portrayed, it is different with the 
author’s Frederique, who represents Maria 
Sophia. When the domestic chaplain says 
of the Queeen of Illyria: ‘‘ It is he who is 
the King, the real King,” it is only what 
the world said of the Queen of Naples and 
Sicily.

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The heroine, however. in Rois en 
Exil”’ is greatly idealised, for while Maria 


Sophia was a queenly woman, she was, above 


all, a womanly queen. She did not value her 
crown as much as Daudet’s Frédérique did, 
she had many interests in life apart from a 
monarch’s throne. 

Daudet, has, nevertheless, by his book raised 
a basting memorial to the memory of her who 
was the last Queen of Naples. -

ANTI-WASTE HINTS. 


FS á 


HERE are many ways in which it is 
tá possible to economise in household affairs, 
if due attention is paid to this matter. 

In the use cleaning materials, such as 


furniture and floor polishes, boot polish, soaps, 
often unnecessary ex- 


of 


sodas, there 
travagance. In washing up, for example, far 
too mueh soda is generally thrown into the 
water; only just enough to counteract the 
grease is necessary, and too much is actually 
bad for the paint and gilding on the china, 
as well as bad for the hands. Cakes of soap, 
too, are left lying in wet, sloppy dishes until 
thoroughly soft and wasteful. By thoroughly 
drying soap when it is first bought and then 
being very particular about its storage when 
in use, quite a big soap bill can be saved per 
year. 

The store cupboard, too, is a fruitful source 
of waste unless properly organised. 

It is a most wasteful practice to use any 
stores from paper bags. Each ingredient 
should have its own store jar Or canister, and 
should be placed therein directly it is pur- 
chased. Flour is often used lavishly on 
pastry boards and plates when making pastr 
and rissoles, and the remains are too ‘* messy ’ 
to be of any further use. A flour dredger is a 
real economy in the kitchen, as it produces 
just a sprinkling at the time and protects the 
bulk from waste. 

The idea, too, that stale bread and pieces 
can be used up should not be an excuse for 
cutting bread extravagantly, in the first place, 
or for using several loaves at once; for, 
although stale bread can be used up in many 
ways, it should only be legitimate left-overs 
that are thus treated. There is no economy 
in making puddings, etc., with stale bread if 
other expensive ingredients have to be added 
and if such a dish is not really required. 

Boot polish that has become dried can be 
made moist again by adding just a few drops 
of paraftin and mixing we!!l. With furniture 
and floor polish, the addition of a little 
turpentine will enable one to use to the very

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HISTORICAL GEOGRAPHY 
_ OF IRELAND, 


TRUNK ROADS IN ANCIENT 
i ~~ TIMES. 


- 

ne CE explains phenomena by giving 
ancient and traditional theories new 
names—so says the cynic. In. the case of 
old Irish history, the dictum is justified. 
Mr. Walter Fitzgerald in ‘‘The His- 
torical Geography of Early Ireland ’”’ 
examines primitive Ireland in the light of 
anthropological and archeological research, 
and brings together in a fine synthesis the 
most mature judgments of scholars in 
different branches of science. He shows 
that the story thus constructed concurs in 
a remarkable degree with the native tradi- 
tion recorded in such works as O’Clery’s 
“ Book of Invasions,’’ compiled centuries 
before the scientific approach to history 
was understood. The tales of invasions by 
the Fir Bolg from the South and the 
highly advanced Tuatha De Danann from 
the North, and so on, are shown to have 

solid historical foundation. 
The people known as the Fir Bolg were, 
in scientific terms, the Neolithic folk who 
erected the dolmens now found all over 
Ireland save in the central plain, where 
bog and forest, in Neolithic times, made 
human occupation impossible. To the Fir 
Bolg-is attributed a division of the island 
into provinces, the main lines of which 
have persisted until to-day—‘‘ one of the 
most remarkable survivals in the historical 
geography of the world.’’ The Fir Bolg 
type is traced in ‘the region from which 
the Neolithic immigrants came to Ire- 
land. ‘There are representatives in 
Spain, and the Sancho Panza of Cervantes 

bears a close resemblance to the type.”

EVOLUTION IN ART. 


MODERNISTS INTERPRETED. 

AUGUIN_ has said ' in art there are 
only’ revolutionists and plagiarists. ' 

To show originality in art is to become a 
martyr. To be dissatisfied with the ortho- 
dox and conventional and to strive or 
sel’-expression is to bring a storm about 
one’s ears. i 

Every great revolutionist in art, from 
Michael Angelo to Cézanne and Matisse 
has suffered the same fate. The 
echoes of the uproar created by the 
Impressionists have merged into the 
clamour aroused by the Modernists. 
Trained to appreciate naught but the 
traditional convention in art, the conser- 
vatism of most people renders them unable 
to face the mental strain of looking at 
things from a hitherto unrecognised, point 
of view. It might be possible, alter a 
readjustment of pre-conceived ideas, for 
many to develop an enthusiastic apprecia- 
tion of Cézanne’s landscapes, but the 
public will go to their graves without 
understanding, or wanting to understand, 
a “Still Life,” by Georges Braque, or 4 
sample of “ dynamic decomposition,”’ by 
Giacomo Balla. 

We may be convulsed with amusement, 
incoherent with indignation, or prostrate 
with nervous headache, according to our 
respective temperaments, when viewing 2 
collection of advanced modern paintings. 
Provided, however, that they are by such 
men “as Cézanne, Manet, Picasso, Monet, 
Van Gogh, Gauguin, Matisse, or any of 
the recognised revolutionists, it is wise to 
remember that these men are sincere 
They are not asking us to paint as they 
paint. They do not force us to look at 
their work. They discarded with a 
righteous dissatisfaction the worn-out con- 
ventions and technicalities of the academi- 


cians, and are bringing all their intel- 
lectual forces to bear on the problem of

““ No burial mound of the period found in 
Western Europe rivals in magnificence the 
New Grange tumulus’’ on the north bank 
of the Boyne. The spiral ornament found 


Bronze Age is traced from the gean Sea 
in Mycenszean times, across Europe to 
Scandinavia, whence it passed to Ireland 
about 1000 B.C. with the broad-headed 
invaders known in native tradition as the 
Tuatha De Danann. Archeologists find 
this ornament in Ireland in places 
associated with this people. 

The coming of the Celts marked the 
passing of bronze before iron. Contrary 
to received opinion, it is suggested that 
the newcomers spoke a Brythonic tongue, 
and that Gaelic was evolved on Irish soil 
by the fusion of Brythonic with the pre- 
Celtic language. In those early times 
Irish intercourse with the Continent was 
direct, and Tacitus affirmed that the Irish 
ports were better known to merchants than 
those of Britain. Ireland became an 
entrepét for the wine trade between Spain 
and Britain, and continued so, it is sug- 
gested, until the Norman conquest.

The road system of the Celtic con- 
querors of Leinster is exhibited in one of 
the many useful maps contained in Mr. 
Fitzgerald’s book. The great ‘‘ prime 
roads ” radiating from Tara were intended 
to maintain commercial and military 
contact between the provincial kingdoms 
and Royal Meath. They reach to the 
old capitals, Emania (Armagh), Cruachan, 
Dinn Righ and Cashel, and also to the 
commercial centres. Clonmacnois and 
Galway. It is said that Greek merchants 
used to ascend the Shannon to Clonmac- 
nois for the great fairs of Meath. These 
primitive main roads were of the type 
called slighe, wide enough to allow two 
chariots to pass at any point. They were 
paved with stone, and in boggy places ran 
over timber causeways, portions of which 
were visible till recently. 

It is thought that the great road system 
of the Romans in Britain influenced the 
builders of the Irish system. Comparison 
with the Free State Government’s trunk 
roads will reveal a remarkable persistence 
in the lines of the main highways in our 
island. How many of us, when motoring 
forth from Dublin, realise that we are 
following (if to Wicklow) on the exact 
track of the ancient Slighe Cualann? 
Where our motor vehicles throng, chariots 
once rolled travelling to or from the great 
Feis of Tara. 

Mr. Fitzgerald’s book condenses such a 
large mass of ascertained fact and well- 
authorised speculation, that we have been 
able only to indicate a few heads. 
Although, perhaps, sometimes too freely 
taking hypotheses as proven, he is cautious 
and convincing in the main. We know 
of no other popular survey of early Irish 


history half as sound or half as 
fascinating. !

AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF AN 
ADMIRAL. 


as latest autobiography of a distin- 
guished British py ae Sy (‘‘ Naval 
Memories and Traditions,’’ by Admiral] Sir 
H. King-Hall), is a book which will pro- 
vide many pleasant moments for anyone 
who takes it up. 

‘The author was fortunate in serving for 
a short commission in one of the last war- 
ships to be propelled entirely by sails. A 
large part of his service Was spent on the 
coast of Africa, where he obtained his fair 
share of excitement in the shape of minor 
punitive expeditions and chasing slavers, 
so that the reader may well imagine he is 
again a boy revelling in the pages of 
Marryat and Kingston, instead of reading 
the very modestly written account of real 
experiences. 

The outbreak of the Great War saw 
Admiral King-Hall in command at the 
Cape, where his father and grandfather 
had served in the Navy before him. The 
activities of the German raiders combined 
with the withdrawal of nearly all his 
modern ships to European waters, made 
his position very difficult, and the energy 
and success with which he grappled with 
the problem can only be admired. Need- 
Jess to say, this delightful book is brimful 
of good stories.

> AMON LULL, the ‘ doctor iumi- 
nate,’ _ philosopher, and 
theologian, best known as Raymond Lally, 
was born at Palma in Majorca between 
at me on ge 
of Ki James of Aragon, he á 
dissolute life up to the age of thirty, when 
he. became an anchorite. Later he was 
rofessed as a Franciscan tertiary. Being 
filled with zeal for the conversion of the 
Mohammedans, he recommended the study 
of Oriental languages in order to contro- 
vert Arabian philosophy. The Arabians 
had dissociated completely philosophy and 
theology. Lull inclined to the opposite ex- 
treme, although his rationalism was 0 
the mystic type. About 1291 he went to 
Tunis and preached to the Saracens. His 
exertions as a missionary involved in- 
cessant travelling and many privations. 
I> set out for Tunis again in 1315, and 
received a stoning from the effects of which 
he died. Lull’s many works were written 
some in Arabic, some in Latin and others 
in Catalan. Their subjects include meta- 
physics, theology, ethics, logic. medicine, 
mathematics and the natural sciences. 
The peculiar interest of his verse 1s that 
it is autobiographical in places. El 
Deseonort is fraught with disillusion. 

‘Already Professor Allison Peers has 
published English versions of the Catalan 
of Lull’s “Book of the Lover and the 
Beloved ” and its complement, “ The Art 
of Contemplation.’’ He now has rendered 
a splendid and permanent service by his 
scholarly translation of “ Blanquerna, in 
which these two opuscules are enshrined. 
‘Blanquerna” is a spacious didactic 
romance, in five books, ‘‘ of the life of 
matrimony and of the order of clergy, to 
give doctrine whereby man may so live in 
this world that in the next he may dwell 
eternally in the glory of God.” It was 
composed at Montpellier, apparently 
between the years 1283 and 1285; a 
century, ¥e must remember, before Frois- 
sart and Chaucer. Strange to say, Lull’s 
literary manner is marked by a delightful 
naturalness. Many of his characters, how- 
ever, are overdrawn, and he is apt to weary 
occasionally. The discourses are inter- 
spersed with those short moral tales called 
‘‘examples.”’ The story’s implied criticism 
of society and of the Church is construc- 
tive, while the missionary fervour of the 
writer is manifest throughout. 

The book; which is produced sumptuously, 
is. dedicated to the memory of the cele- 
brated Spanish man of letters, Menéndez 
v Pelavo.

NOTFS FOR ANGLERS.

Once again it will be necessary to go to 
our full week-end tour to find fresh water. 
In past notes I have touched on most of the 
better-known waters within reach of a and b. 
Here I wish to repeat a suggestion already 
made. It is always worth while to take a 
rod along, and, from local inquiry and local 
information, it will often turn out that some 
practically unknown river will yield really 
tirst-class sport. 

Not a hife-time back I had an excellent 
instance of this. While staying on the 
western seaboard I heard stories of really 


good fishing on a lake well off the beaten 
track. The trout were said to be small, and 
so they proved, but they made up in quality 


what they lacked jn size, and, perhaps more 
I Si? were free risers. 

Taking our week-end in order, the first 
name that raises hopes is Castlepollard. I 
have already mentioned the lakes round 
Mullingar and the possibilities they hold, and 
it is not a far cry to Derravaragh—to be 
exact, 11 miles. Castlepollard is the centre, 
and, for those prepared to take the rough 
with the smooth, Ricsinawe accommodation 
on or near the lake should be available. In 
the lake trout run to a good size, and oe 
the Mayfly season average 2 to Sib. Severa 
other lakes, Glore, Lane, and Bane, may be 
mentioned, all close at hand and all MR 
free-rising trout. The Secretary of the loca 
Association is Mr. G. Gibson, Stonehall, 
Crookedwood, Mullingar. i 

Which reminds me that I had a very !h- 
teresting note from Mr. Weir, Mullingar. the 
other day with reference to Lough Ennell, in 
which he says :—‘* Season just ended has ¢x- 
ceeded our best expectations.” Anglers killed 
anything from eight to 12 fish in a day, and 
one local rod totalled 85 trout in the season 
Dr. Goulding, Dublin, killed the best fish. a 
handsome trout 6lb. in weight. He also 
mentioned that the Murrough, a large gy: 
of sedge, was rising and accounting for a 
number of heavy trout in the evening. 
portion of Lough Derg the Murrough is well 
known, and highly prized as a killing fly in 
the closing days of the Mayfly season. 

The route also takes us through Carrick-on-

Auditor-Geheral thought fit to 
riticise. The Auditor-General could report 

any way he’ pleased, but attention should 
ive been calfed in sorhe way to the fact that 
eval opinion had beén obtained. Without 
at addition the public had not got a fair 
presentation ‘of-the case. 
QUESTION OF FILES, 

Ile was informed that the official of the 
\uditor-General’s Department. in giving evi- 
lence before -the- Pablic Committee, had

If those documents were not on the file sub- 
mitted to the Auditor-General, there was a 
serious lapse on the part of the Department 
of Finance; and he. (the Minister) could not 
believe that they were not on the file. He 
had seni them to the Minister for Finance, 
with a covering letter, dated January 22nd,

e 


Notwithstanding the Auditor-General’s 
comment on the case in his report, the pre- 
sent Attorney-General was still of the opinion 
that the case did clearly come under the 
terms of the Act, and Le agreed with his 
predecessor, who signed that opinion. 

The official already quoted was also re- 
| Se to have said that for the Auditor- 

eneral to have made any remark on the 
Attorney-General’s opinion would have meant 
that the Auditor-General was sheltering be- 
hind the Attorney-General. He (Mr. 
McGilligan) maintained that there was no 
question of sheltering behind the Attorney- 
General. The - Auditor-General could have 
said that he had read the opinion of the 
Attorney-General, but that he was still of 
opinion that the case was one to which atten- 
tion should be called. Until that statement 
was made the public had not got a fair pre- 
sentation of the case, ' 

| THE ONLY POINT, 

Mr. McGilligan went on to argue against 
the suggestion of the Public Accounts Com- 
mittee that the reference of the case to the 
Attorney-General should have been made 
through the Minister of Finance. It was not 
a question as to the amount of money that 
should be given: the single point that arosé 
was a legal opinion--did something come 
within the terms of the Act? The Minister 
then quoted Section I. of the Act of 1924 
to show that he was the Minister who was 
required to satisfy himself that the proceeds 
of the ‘oan were to be “ applied towards, or 
in connection with, the carrying out of any 
capital undertaking.’’ He wondered whether 
the Public Accounts Committee lhd the 
terms of the Act before them when writing 
paragraph 14 of their report. As a matter 
of fact, the Department of Finance got the 
reference to the Attorney-General and his 
opinion, and had every chance of making 
ater ot on it. If the Department had 
considered the presentation of the case to the 
Ajtorney-General not a fair one, it could 
have acted in the matter itself: the guar- 
antee had not been given at that stage. 

With regard to the expression of opinion 
by the Committee in Paragraph 18, that the 
creation of a liability in front of a State 
guarantee should not be repeated, he was not 
going to be guided by that. The Dail must 
make up its mind whether the Act was to be 
carried on with the present machinery, or 
whether some other machinery should be set 
up. If the Committee's recommendation was 
sound, it should be put forward as an amend- 
ment to be embodied in the bill, and they 
could argue it then. In the meantime he was 
satisfied that the conditions were thoroughly 
examined in every case as a business propos!- 
tion. 


AUDITOR-GENERAL. 


MR. JOHNSON EXPLAINS HIS 
POSITION. 


Mr. T, Johnson said that the Minister had 
criticised “the action of the Auditor-General 
i the Senate to some extent as well as in the 
Dail, and he had not, perhaps, clear under- 
standing of-the constitutional position of that 
officer. The Auditor-General was not in a 
position to answer for himself, and his posi- 
tion ought to be very carefully safeguarded 
by the Dail. The form in which he pre- 
sented his reports to the Dail ought not to be 
subject. to criticism in the Dail. His position 
was that of a check on behalf of the Dail on 
the Ministry and the Departments generally 
in respect to the State finances. 

The statement that the Auditor-General 
had not stated the full facts was like a state- 
ment that the judgment of a judge of the 
Supreme Court was couched in faulty lan- 
guage, or that he had not summed up cor- 
rectly.. He did not hesitate to place the 
Auditor-General in a position equivalent to 
that of a judge in regard to criticism in the 
Dail. The Committee of Public Accounts 
recognised that the terms of his appointment 
placed the Auditor-General clearly in an in- 
dependent position. It was very necessary 
that it should be recognised that he was in 
such a position. 

QUESTION OF LEGAL OPINION. 

He thought that there was some error in 
the view that the Minister seemed to have 
adopted in regard to the position of 
the Attorney-General. The Minister was 
reported as having said in the Senate: 
‘There is nothing to prevent the 
Anditor-General from writing, in that the 
Attorney-General ruled in a certain way.’’ 
He (Mr. Johnson) assumed that the Minister 
did not really mean that the opinion of the 
Attorney-General was in any sense a ruling. 
The ‘opinion of the Committee of Public Ac- 
counts was thdt an opinion of the 
Attorney-General or any other opinion on 
a legal matter, would not, and should not, 
bind the Auditor-General in making a report 
on any. matter affecting finance. If a Minis- 
ter, or the Accounting Officer of a Depiyt- 
ment, were to spend money in a particular 
direction, even with the sanction of fhe 
Minister for Finance, on the authority of the 
Attorney-General’s opinion, then the Dail’s 
control over finance might very lafgely be 
nullified. | ibh 

Having guoted the statutory references to 
the appointment of the Auditor-General, and 
given the example of a case that, happened 
with the British Treasury and the British 
Auditor-General, Mr. Johnson went on to 
argue that. the Auditor-General was bound 
to carry out his duty irrespective, if he 
wished, of legal opinion, even thongh ‘such 
legal opinion might be communicated to him. 
As a matter of practice, the Auditor-General 
might at any time seek the advice of. any 
law officer, but it was not at all incumbent on 
him to make mention of the fact in his 
report. His (Mr. Johnson’s) own view was 
that it was better for the Auditor-General to 
stand on his own judgment in dealipg with 
matters of finance and the effect on the State 
finances of any action of,a Department. 

FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS. 

The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
had made a point.of.the fact that he had 
sought and obtained the opinion of the 
‘Attorney-General on the question whether the 
proposed loan came within the scope of the 
Trade Loans Act, and the opinion was that 
it came within the Act. The view of the 
Public. Accounts Committee confirmed that 
of the Auditor-General, that, whether or not 
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the loan cáime ‘Within ‘the ‘letter of the sec- 
tion, the ‘financial im ns of the pro- 
posal were not t fore the Attorney- 
General. He held the view, and so did the 
Committee, that to implement the section it 
was necessary for the Minister to have regard 
to the financial implications. ' 

Whether that was, or was not, a matter for 
the Minister, it was certainly a' matter. for 
thy Auditor-General to take account of, and 
it was certainly a matter for the Minister for 
Finance. It was the view” of the Public 
Accounts Committée that the Minister for 
Finance ought to be placed in a ‘position. to 
put every aspect of the case as it affected 
public finance before the Attorney-General. - 

Mr. McGilligan ‘said that the .depaty was 
wrong if his meaning was that all the papers 
before the Advisory Committee were not sub- 
mitted to the Attorney-General. ' 

Mr. Johnson said that so far’ as’ his - in- 
formation went the case was presentéd to | 
the Attorney-General not through the: 
Minister for Finance, but directly by the. 
Ministry dor Industry and Commerce, and 
without any invitation for the observations 
of the Minister for Finance. 

: TRIBUTE TO COMMITTEE. 

With regard te the Minister’s invitation ‘to 
the House to ‘express their opinion as 
to the services that had been rendered by 
the gentlemen who had sat on the Advisory 
Committee, he said that he agreed with the 
Minister that the Dail had a right to 
be thankful to them and the Minister 
himself was to be congratulated on having had 
the service of men of the character, quality 
and integrity of those who had served on that 
Committee. i 

As to the Minister's view. with regard to 
the Committee on Public Accounts, he thought 
that he was justified in stating that it was 
not the action of the Advisory Committee or 
the bank that had been criticised. The re- 
sponsibility in the matter was with the 
Minister, and it was a curious misreading of 
the situation, whether of the Auditor- 
General’s report or the report of the Com- 
mittee on Public Accounts, to suggest that 
there was any criticism of the action of the 
bank. He thought that the bank had been 
particularly careful in the matter, and it was 
not correct to suggest that there had been 
any adverse criticism of the bank or the 
Advisory Committee in either of the reports. 

CAPITAL UNDERTAKINGS. 

Referring to the clause in the bill authoris- 
ing guarantees in respect of loans to carry 
out capital undertakings, he thought the in- 
tention of the section was to. ensure the 
purpose for which the loan was guaranteed— 
to create wealth, to create productive under- 
takings, or to provide materials which were 
to be used, but that the money should not 
be used for working capital. He doubted 
whether it was desirable -to continue those 
limitations. and whether the purpose would 
be served better if those limitations were re- 
moved. He was aware that the removal 
of the limitations might lead to less security 
and to greater risks, but, notwithstanding 
that, if the Minister, with his knowledge and 
experience, said that it was desirable that 
meney should be guaranteed for works—for 
lending money for capital—he would be slow 
to oppos> him, notwithstanding the added 
risks. He thought the Act limited the 
Minister beyond his desire and beyond what 
he thought was necessary, and if it did he 
ought so inform the House. 

THE INTERIM REPORT. 

Major Bryan Cooper, a. member of the 
Public Accounts Committee, said that the 
Minister had complained that he had 
been at a disadvantage because he had not 
the evidence on shih the report had been 
based. It was perfectly true that it was open 
to the Committee not to issue a report on 
the matter until the final report, but they 
considered that this was a case in which an 
interim report should be issued in order to 
make it clear at the earliest possible date 
that the opinion of the Attorney-General had 
been sought in this matter. 

The Minister knew that there had been all 
sorts of rumours and statements made with 
regard to ffadeWoans, and he thought. that 
the interim report cleared the air and had 
exempted from blame certain organisations 
and institutions, the Advisory Committee in 
particular. It hélped to make the true nature 
of the transactions clear. Nobody had any 
reason to be ashamed. 

MINISTRY OF FINANCE. 

He thought that the Minister of Finance 
should have dohé more than he did to‘ ascep- 
tain what was the legal aspect of the matter. 
The financial point of view got too little 
consideration, and the Ministry of Commerce 
point of view got too much. It was not an 
unreasonable thing to ask that when two 
claims were being created in respect of a 
“vn business that oí the State should come 
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Continuing, Major Cooper supported ~Mr. 
Johnson’s plea that the limitation in borrow- 
ing for working capital should be withdrawn. 
Up to the present the Acts had not fulfilled 
the hopes that had been entertained. They 
had kept two old-established firms from goin 
out of' business, and ‘they had helped 
creameries to make extensiotis; but there 
had not been a revival of manufacturing in- 
dustry that would employ people in steady 
regular employment. The limitation on 
borrowing for working capital was oné of the 
reasons why that had ‘not been carried out. 

He thought that the experiment might be 
tried. If the Minister could get another Ad- 
visory. Committee as satisfactory as the last, 
it would be well qualified to judge which 
were sound and which were unsound firms. 

Mr. D. McCullough said that where the 
Trade Loans Act could be of most help to 
industry was in cases where well-established 
industries had run. into a dead end. He was 
satisfied concerning the particular transaction 
reported on, but as a general rule he con- 
sidered that no other class of claim should he 
permitted to take precedence of the State's 
moneys by way of guarantee for advances. 

Mr. W. Davin said that he was very glad 
to say that the Government’s nominee on the 
firm under digcussion, Senator Douglas, had 
had a big share in making its future secure, 
and he was perfectly satisfied that as the firm 
was progressing now there was no doubt as 
to its ability to make good the amount 
guaranteed by the Government. 

MINISTER'S REPLY. 

Mr. McGilligan, replying on the debate, 
said that. he had never made any objection— 
and he disclaimed any intention of making any 
objection—to the Auditor-General reporting 
on anything or having any legal opinion 
before him. He had not criticised the conduct 
of ithe Auditor-General; but when the 
Auditor-General issued a certain report and 
there were matters left out that he (the 
Minister) held should be added to it by way 
of supplement, he was entitled to call atten- 
tion to that. From the Auditor-General's 
report the public would not have known that 
the Attorney-General’s opinion had been got, 
and it was desirable that that should be 
known. He made an addition to the report, 
and that addition was that the Attorney- 
General’s opinion had been got, and that as 
the Department of Industry and Commerce 
was concerned, on the purely legal matter, 
they had taken the last possible step to get 
direction on the point. 

He did not argue—in fact he had gone into 
a certain amount of detail to show that he 
was opposed to the point of view—that the 
Auditor-General ought to be bound by the 
opinion of the Attorney-General. 

In the course of further remarks, he said 
that the loan referred to was well within the 
amount set out under Section 1 of the Act, 
which made him definitely the arbiter as to 
whether or not the loan was intended to carry 
out a capital undertaking. Before the House 
adjourned he was going to try to see if there 
was not some way by which the evidence in 
the Alesbuty case, given before the Com- 
mittee on Public Accounts, should not be 
made available for, deputies. . There could not 
be a proper understanding of the whole case 
until the evidence was published. 

Mr. Johnson said that the summary given 
in the interim report of the Committee was a 
fair and accurate summary. He thought that

The Minister for Finarice said that he did 
not wish to convey any condemnation from 
himself. He simply pointed out a moral as 
a result of the discussion. He did not think 
that thé actual discussion on the bill had 
been helped .by the interim report, which was 
not calculated to produce the proper atmos- 
phere for discussion. 


FINANCE BILL. 
MOTOR DRIVERS’ LICENCES. 


The consideration of the Committee Stage 
of the Finance Bill was then resumed. . | 

Mr. Lyons moved an amendment. that the 
cost of motor drivers’ licences be reduced 
from 10s. to 7s. 6d. He said that he pro- 
posed this amendment not so much to reduce 
the cost of the licences as to try to have 
something inserted in the bill which would 
make it necessary for drivers to have some 
qualification for their work before being 
licensed. At present anyone, no matter what 
his physical condition might be, could get a 
licence on payment of 10s., and the most 
inexperienced person could act as a hackney 
car driver having in his charge the lives of 
citizens. 

Mr. Wolfe said he hoped the Minister 
would consider the question of the capacity 
of people to drive motor cars befere licences 
were issed to them. 

The Minister for Finance said the matter 
had not been properly raised on the Finance 
bill. If the conditions under which people 
were permitted to drive were to be regulated 
by law, it would be necessary for the Minister 
for Local Government or the Minister for 
Justice to take the matter into consideration. 

The amendment was lost. 


DIVISION OF LAND. 
ALLEGED FAVOURITISM. 


On the motion for the adjournment, Mr. P. 
Hogan (Labour) raised a question about the 
division of lands of the Butler estate, 
Co. Clare, which he alleged had been 
carried out inequitably by the officials 
of the Land Commission. He men- 
tioned cases of people who had got portions 
of the lands, who, he said, were riot entitled 
to them. “Thé ‘majority of the people who had 
got divisions were quite prepared to accept 
a redistribution, so that everyone would be 
satisfied. It was the opinion that land was 
given only to those who were members of the 
Government organisation. 

Mr. Everard said that he could prove that 
membership of the Cumann ná nGaedheal or- 
ganisation was taken “into consideration with 
the division of lands in Wicklow. 

The Minister for Agriculture replied that 
the proper thing for Deputy Everard to do 
was to raise the subject in the Dail, and 
bring circumstantial evidence to bear out his 
general statement. By that he meant an 
examination of the list of persons who got 
land, and; those who had applied and-had got 
none. That was the only way to deal with a 
question of the kind. There were at least 
five parties in the Dail, and it was inevitable 
that there would be complaints from every one 
of the five that members of the other four had 
got land unfairly. The Butler estate consisted 
of * 264: acres, or: about ‘enough land to give 
nine or, at most, ten holdings, There were 
at least thirty applicants—all Clare men, “a 
people who go short ways about getting land 
that they want.” 


ELECTORAL INCAPACITY, 
PRESEDENT’S MOTION. ADOPTED. 


' President? Cosgrave ‘moved’ his motion as 
amended last week, to set up a joint com- 
mittee to enquire whether there should be 
any extengion' of the classes of persons in- 
capacitated| under the Electoral Act, 1923, to 
be elected to either House of the Oireachtas. 
The motion further proposed that the three 
deputies to represent the Dail on the com- 
mittee be nominated by the committee of 
selection, notwithstanding anything contained 
‘n Standing Order 115 C. 

Mr. Johnson said .that he opposed the 
motion on the ground that. it was unwise even 
to suggest an extension of the incapacity for 
membership of the Dail unless a sound case 
had been made for it. 

The Speaker said that the Dail had decided 
that it was expedient that the committee 
should be set up, and the Deputy could not 
open the i, na again. 

Mr. Johnson—Is it competent for me to 
argue that there are no persons in this House 
capable of examining the question satis- 
factorily ? 

The Speaker—Not now. 

Major Byran Cooper asked why was it 
proposed to depart from the Standing Orders, 
which laid dewn that the committee was to 
be appointed by the Dail. The disqualifica- 
tion of any class of citizen from membership 
of the Oireachtas was so serious and im- 
portant a matter that the Dail should have 
the last word on it. 

The Speaker said that the Dail would have 
the last word on the report of the com- 
mittee of selection, when the House could 
take any action it- thought right. 

Mr. Johnson challenged a division, and 
the motion was passed on the voting 41 to 15. 

The amendments from. the Senate to the 
Railways (Existing Officers and Senate) Bill, 
and the Immature Spirits (Restrictions) Bill 
were agreed to without discussion. 

The House adjourned until to-day. 


DUBLIN PORT CHARGES. 


COAL MERCHANTS’ CASE 
AGAINST INCREASE. 

The recent increased charge for the use of 
the Dublin Port and Docks Board’s cranes in 
discharging. coal cargoes was condemned as 
prejudicial to the interests of the port, as well 
as to the coal trade, by a deputation from the 
Dublin Coal Merchants’ Association, which 
was received by the Board yesterday. In a 
letter to the Board, the Association had 
pointed out that the Increase on coal amounted 
to 116 per cent., while there was only an 
increase of 20 per cent. on general cargoes. 

The deputation consisted of Messrs. S. 
Mackenzie (Mackenzie and Co.), E. Wallace 
(Wallace Bros.), E. Tinsley (W. W. Robinson 
and Co.), and J. Daley (Tedcastle, McCormick 
and Ce.). 

Mr. Wallace said that the firms represented 
‘by the deputation would be paying on the 
increased charges more than half the £2,500 
stated to have been lost on the cranes for 
the use of one-tenth of the crane power. Ii 
the Board insisted on the new rates they 
would be patting a penalty of 4d. per ton on 
the Dublin coal merchants as against Belfast 
eoal. merchants. ' 

'Fhe-Chairman pointed out that the. charges 
were fixed after a great deal of consideration, 
They had lost last year £2,500 on the work- 
ing of the cranes, without allowing for de- 
preciation. : . 

Mr. Wallace expressed the opinion that the 
traders ‘who were not represented on the 
Board het suffered more than those whose 
interests were represented on the Board.

SfURY OF ARDEE BOG 
CRIME, : 
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In a case where a double murder had been 
committed—ag tho prosecution alle ed—for a 

ltry sum, at the instance of cattle thieves, 
Mr. varrigan, K.C., produced, as chief witness 
for the State, one whom he described as ' a 
creature of the times,’’ who had robbed and 
lected himself, and had been returned for 
trial on a charge of attempted murder, re- 
marking that in every country the necessit 
arose at one time or another to use base too 
to prove a crime. 

he cage was that of the murder of John 

Smith, an old man, and his son, who were 
shot in their cabin, at Townpark, Ardee, Co. 

uth, on the night of the 27th February, 
1924. James Myles, of Coole, and a man 
named McKeever, had been charged in connec- 
tion with the crime, and Myles was now put 
‘forwatd on trial, charged with the murder 
of John Smith, senior. 

TOOLS OF GATTLE THIEVES. 

‘Opening the ‘case for the prosecution, Mr. 
Carrigan said that early in 1924 a lot of cattle 
was taken from a ranch belonging to a Mrs. 
Singleton, and at a fair day in Ardee a 
notice appeared ‘offering a reward of £100 
for the discovery of the robbers, The Smiths 
lived in proximity to.the Singleton ranch, 
and on the morning the police notice appeared 
young Smith was. seen to go into the barracks. 

Francis Boyle would tell them, proceeded 
Mr. Catrigan, that on the 25th February he 
met Myles and McKeever close to his house, 
and they proposed to him that he should join 
them in the murder of the two Smiths at 
the instance of men who -were in jeopardy 
for the cattle stealing, and who were pre- 

ared to pay a good sum for removing the 
Smiths. The large sum of £20 was men- 
tioned. Boyle refused to have anything to 
do with the murder, but twe days afterwards 
“the deed was done.” 

Before he died John Smith, senior, told 

how two men burst into the kitchen and 
“shouted, “ Hands up.” The son said, “ Maybe 
I will not,” and he was immediately shot. 
The old man said, “ You have shot my son,” 
and then he himself was shot by the smaller 
man. 
Two farmers were mentioned as having 
advanced the money for the murder, and. at 
one stage of the police investigations Myles 
elected to give an account of a series of out- 
rages in which he and McKeever and Boyle 
had taken part, 

Sergeant James Neary, Civic Guards, 
Slane, gave evidence of finding the two 
Smiths in their cabin after the shooting. The 
son was dead and the old man said that he 
could not identify the men, who wore masks; 
but described their build. One was over 
6ft. tall and the other about 5ft. 

INFORMER’S STORY. 

Francis Boyle, Moneylusk, near Carrick- 
macross, bore out Mr. Carrigan’s statement, 
adding that when he refused to take part in 
the murder both McKeever and Mvles 
threatened that if he told anyone or told what 
he had been asked to do he would be shot at 
sight; not even in the Civic Guards Barracks 
would he be safe. 

The witness did not see Myles again until 
in Dundalk Jail, in March of this year. Then 
Myles said: ‘‘ You know all about the shoot- 
ing of the Smiths. You know that it was me 
and McKeever did it; but, if you tell, your- 
self and McKeever will be hung. My life 
and McKeever's are in your hands.”’ 

Cross-examined by Mr. Sheehy, witness 
said that he was oftered £20 for the murder 
of the Smiths, but he did not see the money. 

Mr. Sheehy--What is your price for a 
murder? 

The witness-—-I never committed a murder. 

Did you get £1 in connection with the 
shooting of a man named Ward’—I refuse 
to answer that. 

Was not £1 all vour services were valued 
at’—I was forced into the murder of Ward. 
I do not deny it. 

PRISONER'S STATEMENT. 

Superintendent Farrell, Dundalk, after an 
objection had been overruled by the judge, 
read a statement alleged to have been made 
by Myles, which, in effect, bore out the 
evidence given by the witness Boyle. Myles 
admitted going to the house of the Smiths on 
the night of the murder, but said that he 
remained at the door while his companion 
entéred. He (Mvles) did not fire any shots. 

The case for the prosecution having closed, 
the trial was adjourned until 10 o'clock this 
morning.

STREET DANGERS. 


CHAR-A-BANC DRIVER AND 
CYCLIST FINED. 
(BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) 

For driving a motor cycle to the danger 
of the public, failing to give warning of his 
approach, and knocking down and seriously 
injuring Arthur Maguire, aged 9 years, son 
of R. J. Maguire, 40 Millmount avenue, 
George Henry O’Brien, Upper Drumcondra 
road, was fined £4, which the Justice said he 
would have made it £20 if defendant had 
been a man of means. 

In a statement to the police, the defendant 
said that he was riding his motor cycle along 
Drumcondra road towards the city at a speed 
of 10 or 12 miles per hour. Near Richmond 
road, after he had sounded his horn, a little 
boy ran acress the street, and before he 
could stop his machine the right handle-bar 
struck the boy, and knocked him down.

The Parthenon. 


The Times of yesterday contained an 
appeal for funds which will be of interest 
to all students of Hellenic art. Sir Charles 
Walston asks for subscriptions to enable 
the Greek Government to be presented 
with cement casts of the metopes in the 
triglyph frieze which once adorned the 
Parthenon, but now are among the 
treasures of the British 
Balanos, Guardian of the Monuments on 
the Acropolis, has decided to continue the 
work of reparation which was begun nearly 
ninety years ago by Ross and Schaubert. 
There will be no attempt, of course, to 
‘“yestore’’ the Parthenon: but MM. 
Balanos hopes to be able to raise 
the drums of fallen cdélumns on the 
South side of the building, where they 
have been lying for more than three 
hundred years, and, by replacing the 
metopes. of the triglvph frieze, to give the 
modern world an idea of the Parthenon’s 
former grandeur. The Parthencn has had 
a troubled history. Built in 438 B.c. as 
a temple to the virgin goddess Athena, its 
design was the work of the great Phidias.

The pets issue of the Jrish Trade 
Journal. gives isome “useful information 
concerning ‘the coast life-saving stations 
and lifeboat centres in the Free State. 
During the last few years the Depart- 
ment of Industry | and Commerce has been 
doing excellent work, and | now its organisa- 
tion is virtually complete.’ . There are 
forty-nine life-saving stations in the Free 
State, in addition’ to” twenty. lifeboat 
stations. The latter are maintained - by 
the Royal National Lifeboat. Institution, 
but the coastal life-saving stations are con- 
trolled by the? Free ‘State: Govetnment. 
They are situated generally on parts of 
the coast which are inaccessible by life- 
boats, and are equipped with: appagatus 
known as the “breeches buoy.’ Every 
station has a Number One man, available at 
' hour on the telephone.~ The rescue 
crews are entirely voluntary workers, whose 
enthusiasm is greatly to be praised, and 
are trained by experts who pay periodical 
visits to the stations. The Irish coast is 
extremely dangerous in parts. Fortunately, 
the Irish Lights maintain a service which 
is probably the best of its kind in the 
world; but in stormy weather our shores 
place many perils in the mariner’s course. 
The Government’s life-saving organisation 
supplies a serious need, lessening greatly 
the risks of coastal sea-faring. Already 
several skilful rescues have been made 
around the coast, and the spirit of the men 
is admirable. The Department is to be con- 
gratulated on the success of its experi- 
ment, and the men who are engaged in 
the good work deserve the gratitude of the 
community.

SOVIET GOVERNMENT 
AND THE STRIKE. 


THE HOME SECRETARY’S 
STATEMENT. 


From Our PartiaMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 


The Prime Minister was absent from the 
House this afternoon, and it was rumoured 
that he had gone down to Ascot, a pleasure 
he permits himself to take every three vears 
In fis absence the House was to devote itself 
to the Scottish estimates. 

There was a fair muster of members for 
the question hour, considerable interest being 
taken in the statement of the Home  Secre- 
tary concerning Russian moneys sent over for 
the general strike and the miners. The state- 
ment was to have been made on a question 
put by Mr. Oliver Locker-Lampson, but 
when the moment came the Home Secretary 
asked that it might be deferred until the end 
of questions, when he would answer others 
on the same topic, When the moment came 
Colonel Gretton asked for the st: itement, and 
Commander Kenworthy immediately tried to 
prevent the making of the statement by ask- 

ig whether. the. matter was urgent enough 
for a private notice question, ‘The Speaker 
reminded him that it was not a quarter to 
four, and consequently any question could 
be raised, ' 


HOME SECRETARY'S STATEMENT. 

Sir’ William Jovnson-Hicks was received 
With hearty cheers from the Conservative 
Bence hes, when he rose, and read a statement. 
making it clear thai considerable sums of 
money had been sent to this country by 
Russian organisations, with the consent of 
the Russian Government. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald laboured’ with 
conspicuous lack of success to make the 
Home Secretarv admit that the organisations 
were not the Russian Government, but. in 
reply, Sir: William quoted the ex-Premier’s 
own words on the point. Again and again 
Mr. Ramsay’ Macdonald fried to secure the 
admission he desired, but the Home Secre- 
tarv would not yield. 

Conservative members then rose, one after 
another, to ask for a day when the whole 
question may he discussed, and it was inti- 
mated that a day would he arranged 
through the usual channels. Jt. Was sub- 
gested irom the Government benches that: it 
should he aiv*early one, and that the voting 
should be free, meaning that the Govern. 
ment Whips should not be placed in charge of 
the division All through the discussion 
there were considerable noise and cross- 
talking, but the incident passed without a 


OPINION IN THE LORDS. 

Following’ wpon the statement: made 
in the Commons hy the Home  Secre- 
tarv, as to the use of Soviet money in support 
oí. the general strike, and. in aid of the 
miners, Lord Newton, in the House of Lords, 
commented upon what he described as: the 
very mild pretest contained in the ° British 
Note to’ the Soviet “Government. He said 
that tro one in this country would” be” per- 
suaded that the money which came’ from 
Russia did not proceed, directly or indirectly, 
from the Soviet Government itself. Whether 
the money was intended for the general 
strike, or for the miners, did not really 
matter much, because the coal strike was not 
a purely industrial dispute. It was prompted 
for avowed communist purposes, and was, 
therefore. politi al in character. 

The Earl of Balfour, in the course of his 
reply, said that there was little doubt that 
the avowed object of the Soviet Government 
was to destroy our social system, and Britain 
was regarded as the citadel of that system. 
It: followe that the ulterior objec; of the 
contributions from Russia was to produce 
revolution in this country. It was, perhaps, 
an arguable point whether we ought to have 
recognised the Soviet Government, but there 
was a great difference between breaking off 
diplomatic relations and not entering into 
relations at all. Hé did not think that the 
breaking off of relations would be much gain. 
lt was more desirable to wait until they saw 
how the situation. developed, before taking 
any further steps. He was in favour of 
leaving things as they were, with this obser- 
vation, that people in this country were not 
likely to be the dupes of Russian policy. 
(Cheers. ) 

STRIKE DISORDERS IN EDINBURGH. 

The Commons, after the question hour, 
aiscussed the Scottish Estimates, and in the 
ccurse of the debate Mr. Duncan Graham 
aud other Seottish members asked that an 
inquiry should be made into the cases of 
certain people who had been convicted: of 
disorder during the general strike. They 
argued that the provocative action of the 
‘lice was the real cause of any disturbance 
that had arisen. 

Mr. Macquisten suggested that people who 
wanted to avoid riots should ZO to bed. Mr. 
Westwood said that when “he arrived in 
Kdinburgh he wanted to go to bed, but could 
not do so, because the police lost their heads, 
and were batoning people right and left.

WEATHER AND 
FORECASTS. 


A TALK FOR ' THE : TIMES.. 
(From Our ASTRONOMICAL’ CORRESPONDENT.). 

The - British climate—often. sulky, always 
fickle—les lately played such scurvy tricks on 
various important outdoor events that it has 
set folks a-talking and the newspapers 
a-writing about it more than usual. When 
Derby Day and the first, Test: Match‘ are ‘both 
impartially drowned out, the great British 
public take that it has a grievance, and. wants 
to know the reason why; and, naturally, 
when the aveather “wrong, as when. the 
plans of statecraft go wrong, a scapegoat. is 


sought. 
i The favourite scapegoat is sunspots. - Ón 
| Monday last there' was .an article 


in the 


Irish Fimes quoting “an American scientist ™ 

to the effect that ibe bad weather in Eng- } 
lands Kerry, and a few other places was due 
to the resent prevalence. of su nspots and the 
approaching maximum theteof. Unfortunately 
for the “ American scientist,’ it happens that 
sunspot activity has been at a very low ebb 
for the last two -motiths. At the moment “of 
writing there are two small groups of tiny 
spots on the Sun’s disc, and little or no 
ashivity has been noted during April and 

May.: In: February and. March there were 
great outbursts, and intense magnetic activity 
was frequent—but the weather was dry. 
Previously, “durimg January and December, 
there was also great solar activity—but the 
weather was wet. 
weather in Décember and January and dry 
weather in February and March? The fact 
of the matter is that for the last seventy or 
eighty years, at least, sunspot curves and 
weather curves have been.most carefully com- 
pared at the observatories where these ‘things 
are recorded, and the result is absolutely ní. 
No intelligible connection has ever been 
established between the two. If one me 
maximum coincided with a wet period, anot 
coincided with a dry period. The curves 
simply, refuse to fit each other in.any way. 

Even if the curves of sunspots and weather 
agreed at one or two observing stations, it 
would not solve the problem; for ‘the real 
crux about the weather is that it is a hope- 
lessly local, partia!t and scrappy. phenomenon. 
A pouring wet day in Dublin is no guarantee 
whateve> that the same day 'is wet in Belfast 
or Wexford. The writer reéeritly spent four 
days in Dublin and expérienced very wet 
weather. The same four faye i in Armagh were 
brilliantly fine, no more than one or two light 
showers falling during the whole time. It is 
a matter of history that Derby Day, 1926, was 
a ‘‘ wash-out ” in the literal sense in, London. 
The same day, June 2nd, was a gloriously 
fine dav in Northern Ireland, no rain being 
recorded at Armagh. © More recently, the two 
days Jure 14th, 15th, which completed - the 
drowning out of the Test Match at Notting- 
ham. were beautiful’ summer days in the 
North of Ireland. A very’ slight shower at 
midnight of June 14th was the only rain 
recorded at Armagh. 

One of the wettest davs ever recorded “in 
the South of Ireland, when nearly two inches 
of rain fell in a wide area of South Wexford 
and Waterford, was rainless in Kilkenny, only 
thirty-eight miles away. Whereas the weather 
is not unlikely to be totally different in two 
adjacent counties, it is‘always different when 
we consider larger areas. It is never the same 
at one time all over the British Isles. A dry 
season in South-East’ England is ‘very often 
setae er by a wet-one in Ireland, Wales 

Scotland; and vice versa; If one wants to 
visit Donegal or ‘Achill, it is wise to choose:a 
time when there is a wet season at the usual 
holiday resorts of the Eastern and Southern 
coasts. 

If “‘ sun-spotting "has been a failure, the 
long-distance weather forecasters have fared 
no better. The Abbé Moreux, who seems to 
be a better astronomer than weather prophet, 
foretold: a hot’ dry summer for this year. 
Up to the present the prophecy is in a poor 
way to fulfilment ; and, if it is fulfilled after 
all, it will~mark the present’ year as very 
exceptional. We have’ had a dry spting; 
February, March, April “and the first three 
weeks of May were much drier than usual. 
A dry spring is rarely, if ever, followed 
by a drv summer in this climate. + Among 
all its fickleaesses* and ‘caprices, British 
weather has. one - consistent- trait - which - can 
always be counted on—that the average must 
be maintained, whatever happéns. Therefore. 
an excess of one'sort of*weather is invariably 
followed by a compensating excess of the 
opposite sort. 

“ Never was paid so sure a debt 
As wet to dry, and dry to wet.” 

A more ambitious.-attempt -is that oí an 
Irish Peer, Lord Dunboyne, to forecast the 
weather - for “fifty days ahead. Needless to 
say, ií this.could be done,’ it would bé very 
valuable—much more valuable than any vague 
forecast of the general character of a commg 
season. His. lordship’s charts, showing 
expectation of rain. or fine. weather . for 
seven weeks, have ‘been published weekly 
for some time. The diagrams have been kept 
at Armagh. Observatory and compared day 
by day and week by. week, with the. weather 
actually experienced. The results have shown 

per cent. of failure. The period May 4th- 
10: h was shown as fine? generally. iL was 
generally wet, cold and wretched. Mav 2nd 
and 3rd, on. the contrary, were’ predicted 
wet; both days were very fine. The week 
May 16th 22nd. was to be very wet..-It was 
almost rainless, while the following week, in 
which the diagrams whowed much promise 
of fine. weather, gave us-over an inch and a 
half oí rain. 

In June: Lord Dunboyne not only: failed to 

nticipate the disastrous weather of : Derby 
Pav, but actually predicted a fine. day for 
the whole country; and, as íor the date of 
the now notorious Test match, his forecast 
was exactly the reversé of the truth. Out of 
the four days Saturday, June’ 12th-Tuesday, 
June 15th. included, he forecasted a wet Sun- 
dav and the ether davs*fine. Sundav was the 
only fine dav of the four. . The previous week, 
June 6th-13th, Lord Dunboyne showed fine 
venerally. It was:the wettest week of the 
present vear by far, and one of ‘the wettest 
for many. -years: past. over two inches-of rain 
being measured-at Armagh-in six days. 

‘Lhe fact of the matter is that long-distance 
weather forecasting’ is not possible in the 
present state of» our knowledge The 
extremely » local’ “character ‘of ' weather 
phenomena -seems to suggest that it never 
will be» possible,- unless aud until’ we ean 
obtain knowledge which will'enable us to take 
into account the influence on yainfall-of slight 
local differences,-and.to predict: with accuracy 
the path which local atmospheric depressions 
will take.

LINEN TRADE WAGES.

A 10 PER CENT. REDUCTION IN 
, BELFAST. 

A 10 per cent. reduction in the wages cf 
all: workers, except sorters, in the spinning 
trade in Belfast and district will come into 
force on the 28th inst., and will continue 
until the Sltst December next. 

The Emplovers’ Association had demanded 
that the wages of all operatives should be 
reduced by 20 per cent.. because of the state 
ol the spinning trade, this application being 
made subiect to an agreement, of 1922, which 
provided that .when the employers and em- 
ployés failed to agree the question in con- 
troversy might be referred to an arbitrator. 

The plea for a reduction was opposed on 
the ground that the wages at present being 
naid were not in. excess of the wages paid 
in Trade Board trades, and that, conse- 
quently, no reduction was justified.

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FERTILISERS AND 
FEEDING-STUFFS. 


BILL TO SAFEGUARD 
PURCHASERS. 

In moving the second reading of the Fer- 
tilisers and Feeding Stuffs Bill, in the House 
of Lords yesterday, Lord Bledisloe said that 
it sought to amend and amplify the Act of 
1906, which, in the opinion of farmers, 
traders and jocal authorities, as the result 
uf .thetr experience, had proved inadequate. 
Although the bulk of manufacturers and 
traders were respectable, it was impossible 
to disguise the fact that in recent years con- 
siderable quantities of adulterated and rela- 
tively worthless fertilisers and food-stuffs 
had been sold to farmers and small holders, 
and no adequate security existed to prevent 
them from being imposed upon. ,. 

The principal objects of the bill were— 
first, to indicate more clearly the various 
articles to which the law should in future 
apply; secondly, to amend the law by re- 
quiring a vendor to.give a warranty to the 
purchaser, on which a civil action could be 
founded; thirdly, to provide facilities for 
testing. such a warranty by analysis, and 
enabling the purchaser to do so without being 
exposed to the risk of being involved in 
eriminal proceedings against the vendor; 
fourthly, to give additional protection to pur- 
chasers and honest má mé against the 
minority of fraudulent traders by facilitating 
proceedings in cases of fraud. 

The main feature of the bill was that it 
separated, for the first time, the enforcement 
of ‘the civil rights of the purchaser from 
criminal proceedings instituted by the local 
authorities. The bill would. cover Northern 
Ireland, ahd “would come into operation on 
January 1st next.

COMPULSORY SALE 
' POWERS. . 


SHORT WAY WITH 
DEFAULTERS. 


COUNTY COUNCILS’

The full text of the new Land Bill, 
introduced by the Minister of Agriculture 
in the Dail, last Wednesday, was pub- 
lished yesterday. 

The purpose of the measure, as indicated 
by its title, is “ to amend the Jaw relating 
to the occupation and ownership of land,’’ 
and its provisions—there are forty-four— 
relate, inter alia, to the prohibition of 
sub-division, sub-letting, and cutting of 
treas without the consent of the Land 
Commission; the transfer of the main- 
tenance of embankments to County 
Councils; grouping of parcels of land for 
re-sale; the compulsory sale of a tenant's 
interest in a holding; the collection of 
drainage maintenance rates: the recovery 
of arrears of purchase snnuities and other 
payments due to the Land Commission 
from the occupier of lands; the purchase 
of lands by County Councils; and the 
execution of orders at the suit of the 
Land Commission. 


COMPOUNDED ARREARS. 


THE APPOINTED DAY. 


The first clause of the Bill empowers the 
Minister of Finance to create and issue 44 
per cent. Land Bonds for any of the. pur- 
poses of the Bill. The second clause refers 
to the payment of compounded arrears of 
rent. The Act of. 1923, it should be ex- 
plained, provides that compounded arrears 
shall be pavable, in so far as they do not 
exceed 75 per cent. of the annual rent, 
immediately after the passing of that Act, 
and as to the balance, on such date or dates 
before the appointed day as. may be pre- 
scribed by the Land Commission. 

The proposal in the new Bill is that where 
it deems it expedient to do the Land 
Commission may fix the appointed day for a 
holding, notwithstanding that the com- 
pounded arrears payable in respect thereof 
may not have been collected by the Com- 
mission from the tenant, and in such cases 
““a sum equivalent to the amount of the 
compounded arrears of rent remaiming un- 
paid on the appointed day shall be added to 
the purchase money .of the holding, and 
repaid by a purchase anhuity, calculated at 
the rate of 43 per cent. on the amount thereof 
charged on the holding and added to and 
consolidated with the standard purchase 
annuity of the holding.’’ It is further pro- 
posed that any sum added to the purchase 
money of a holding in respect. of compounded 
arrears of rent shall be paid out of the 
purchase money to the person who would 
have been entitled to receive such .. com- 
pounded arrears of rent for his own use, 

CUTTING OF TREES, 

Provision is made against sub-division or 
sub-letting of holdings, or the cutting or up- 
rooting of trees. A penalty not exceeding 
£5 is fixed for the unauthorised cutting of 
anv tree 

In the 1923 Act the Minister prescribed 
certain classes of land that weuld not ‘vest 
in the Land Commission. Among the classes 
so excluded was ‘‘any holding or parcel of 
untenanted land” which, in the opinion of 
the Commission, possessed a ‘substantial 
value or utility, whether potential or actual, 
as building ground.” Notwithstanding that 
provision, if is now proposed that such Jand 
shall not be wholly. excluded if, m the: oprmion 
of the Judicial Commissioner, part. only of the 
lands comprised in such holding possess a 
potential or actual value or utility for build- 
ing ground, 


PURCHASE AND RE-SALE OF LAND. 
One of the most important provisions of 
the measure ts*that which geveswpower to the 
Land Commission to purchase and re-sell land 
in certain cases. The hill declares that where 
lands have been at any time within ten years 
before the passing of the present measure, 
purchased by, or for the use of, tenants or 
owners of uneconomic holdings, landless men, 
or other suitable persons residing in the 
neighbourhood of the lands, and- the Land 
Commission considers that the purchase and 
re-sale of the lands is desirable, in view of 
the wants and circumstances of the persons 
by or for whose benefit the lands have been 
purchased, then the Commission “ may pur- 
chase the lands for a price payable in 44. per 
cent. Land Bonds, to be agreed on with the 
consent of the Minister of Finance, notwith- 
standing that such price cannot be recovered 
on the re-sale of the lands, and may re-sell 
the whole or any portion of the lands to, such 
persons as if they were persons to whom ad- 
vances might be made for the purchase of a 
parcel of land under the Land Act, 1925.”’ 
The bill goes on:—‘*The purchase 
money arising from any such purchase 
by the Land Commission shall be 
distributed by the Judicial Commissioner 
in such manner as the justice of the case 
may reyulre, having regard to the claims of 
all persons who may have lent, or secured 
the loan of, the money, or any part thereof, 
paid or agreed to be paid when the lands 
were purchased by, or for the use of, any 
such persons as aforesaid. The provision of 
Section 14 (Redemption of. Land Furchase 
Annuities) of the Land Act, 1923, shall apply, 
where necessary to a purchase under this 
section. On the completion of the re-sale of 
the lands there shall be paid to the Land 
Commission, subject to the approval of the 
Minister of. Finance, out of moneys to be 
provided by the Oireachtas, such capital sum 
as the Land Commission certify is required 
to repay the difference between the total 
amount of the advance made for those lands 
and the total prices paid or agreed to be 
paid by purchasers of the lands from the 
Land Commission, together with interest at 
the rate of 4} per cent. per annum on such 
capital sum, from the date of the advance.”’ 


SO, 


POWERS OF COLLECTION, 


One important feature of the new measure 
is that the Government proposes to take the 
same powers to collect rents, annuities and 
other payments, as they already possess in 
respect of rates. Clause 17 of the measure 
states :—‘‘ All arrears of purchase annuities, 
rents, interest in lieu of rent, interest on 
rurchase money, compound arrears of rent, 
and payment in lieu of rent payable to the 
Land Commission in respect of any lands 
shall be recoverable from the person in actual 
occupation of the lands at the time when 
proceedings for the recovery thereof are com- 
menced, as a personal liability of such occu- 
pier, notwithstanding that the whoie, or part, 
of such arrears may have accrued due before 
such person went into -oecupation of the 
lands. Nothing shall have the effect of re- 
lieving any other person from liability in 
respect of any such arrears, and as between 
successive owners or occupiers of the lands, 
all moneys paid by, or recovered from, an 
occupier in respect of arrears. caused by 
the default of a former owner or occupier, 
shall: be recoverable by. the occupier who has 
paid the same or from who the same has 
been recovered as a debt due to him by the 
owner or occupier in default. The remedies 
given by this section to the Land Commis- 
sion shall be in addition to, and: not in de- 
rogation of, any other remedies that they 
already have for %the: recovery of any such 
arrears as aforesaid.’” 


SOME ‘ REMEDIES.’ 

The additional ‘‘ remedies.’’..mentioned jn- 
clude the seizure of “stock, the compulsory 
sale of a tenant's interest in his hoiding, or 
the sale of the holding. by. public auction. 
im any case where the Land Commission. have 
put up a holding for public auction and no 
sale has . been -effected the. Judicial Commis- 
sioner may issie an order directing the Under 
Sheriff to put the Land Commission into 
possession. Upon the execution of the order 
ty the Under Sheriff the holding will vest 
in the Land Commission without any, convey- 
ance or further order sabject’ to the purchase 
annuity (if any) and to any charge under the 
Public Works Act, but discharged from all 
other claims or incumbrances of all persons

Shortly after one o'clock yesterday after- 
noon three armed men raided the Munster 
and Leinster Bank at Castleblayney, Co. 
Monaghan, and carried away all the cash on 
the desk. 

The manager, Mr. Shinnors, refused to 
comply with the order, “ Hands up!” With- 
out hesitation, he seised an ink bottle and 
hurled it at the window, breaking the glass, 
with the object of attracting outside atten- 
tion. As soon as he did so one of the men 
fired, wounding him in the arm. 

This was followed by another shot, ap- 
parently with the intention of frightening 
the staff. 

One of the men jumped across the partition 
seporating the cashier's compartment from 
the other portion of the bank, and in doing 
so struck the cashier, Mr. E. Flynn, on the 
jaw with his foot. There was only one 
customer, a lady, in the bank at the time, 
and she was compelled to stay inside by one 
of the armed men, who remained at the inner 
door.

CHURCH BELLS RUNG TO

CHICAGO, Thursday.

Father Gordon, a full-blooded American 
Indian, wearing a feathered head-dress, was 
conspicuous among those surrounding Cardinal 
Bonzano at the station. 

On the route to the Cathedral the cheering 
crowds became so excited that they broke 
through the police lines, bringing the pro- 
cession to a stand-still for a time. 


METHODIST CONFERENCE 
NEW PRESIDENT ELECTED. 


The Conference of the Methodist Church, 
in its Representative Session, met in Donegal 
Square Church, Belfast, the President of the 
British Conference, the Rev. J. H. Ritson, 
M.A., D.D., presiding. Three hundred dele- 
gates were present from all parts of Ireland. 

Addressing ‘he Conference on economic 
and industrial problems, the President said 
that, while they were not experts in matters 
of that kind, he was sure of two things. 
First, every man who did an honest day’s 
work to the best of his ability was entitled 
to a wage that would save him from anxiety 
and worry. (Applause.) Second, every man, 
be he rich or be he poor, who did not do an 
honest day’s work should not be allowed to 
eat.

THE LATE EARL OF 
DUNRAVEN. 
NESS 
AN APPRECIATION. 


In the course of an appreciation ot 
Earl of Dunraven, printed in Tá 
Lord Askwith writes :— 

I knew him intimately for more tha 
vears, from the days when I went with him 
to New York for the Valkyrie-Defender in- 
quiry to June 7 last, when I talked with 
him for two hours after his recent return 
from his yacht at Cannes. What the 
chief points of character in this many-sided 
man? 

First, he loved Ireland and the Irish 
people with a devotion that nothing could 
excel. Although a mild Unionist for many 
years, he became at an early date a sup- 
porter of the principle of a dominion status 
for Ireland, and was ever seeking plans by 
which practical steps forward could be taken. 
He realised the importance of the land ques- 
tion, and to him, with Lord Mayo, is chiefly 
due the credit of the settlement with Mr. 
Redmond and Mr. W. O’Brien which led to 
the Wyndham Act. His aims at devolution 
were not so successful owing to circumstances 
he could not control, but the aim and inten- 
tion of aiding Ireland were there. 

Second, he was a sportsman with unbeat- 
able regs He loved all outdoor sport, but 
his chief passion was for the sea. Though 
shooting, golf, running horses, cycling and 
motoring all interested him. he cared for none 
of these in comparison with the sea. He 
built racing vessels in the endeavour to win 
the America Cup, and for several successful 
wins of the King’s Cup at Cowes and of many 
other races. He built cruising vessels, some 
trom his own designs, for sailing, fishing. and 
visiting foreign lands. Once we took eleven 
days, owing to a dead calm. to sail from 
Cowes to the Kenmare River, but Lord 
Dunraven was perfectly happy in teaching his 
daughter navigation and signalling flags, and 
learning whist, and as soon as he arrived at 
his island of Garinish went off in a trawler for 
deep-sea fishing. 

He bought and fitted yachts for hospital 
PMrposes during the war, running them at his 
own cost. He worked for and obtained, when 
quite elderly, a master’s certificate, and wrote 
a hook on navigation. 

Third, he loved x riting, and wrote very 
well, in lucid, well-composed phrases on many 
subjects, but chiefly in articles dealing with 
stish. obfecta 6s si ó 

Fourth, he was “a stanch friend.” I never 
heard him say mean and unkind things about 
any human being. He looked at failings with 
broad-minded tolerance and often good 
humour. If men cheated him—and some did 
—or behaved badly, he said little or nothing 
about them, but simply left them alone. 
His sympathy went out to all men striving 
to do something. ‘particularly to sailors. of 
every type. With them he was always 
content, and with them he would go through 
anything with an endurance that never failed. 
Although liking the good things of life, he 
never shirked hardship or danger, and pre- 
ferred men who would follow the same line, 
though few could have that same unbeatable 
pluck. 

In him Ireland has lost a remarkable man, 
and one of the most devoted. of her sons.

If the opening day at Drogheda on Wedpes- 
day was wel! nigh perfect. the concluding 
day, yesterday, was dismal beyond words. 
Farly arrivals at the regatta found the rain 
just starting, and it gradually developed into 
a steady downpour, which lasted from the 
first race right up to the last—a steady, cold 
rain, with a sou’-enst wind behind it, which 
completely spoiled the day. Consequently the 
attendance never approached that usual on 
the final day, and those optimists who did 
venture out gave the elements best after a 
brief trial. Thus it came about that the 
racing was carried through in the presence 
of the crews, the regatta ‘eommittee, and a 
small band of real enthusiasts. 

After the usual preliminaries in the way of 
a fisherman’s race, proceedings hegan with 
the final of the under-age fours. Belfast B.C. 
had a small pull in the weights, of which they 
made the most, and, rowing with good length 
and swing, they had a grip oí the race against 
D.U.B.C., right from the start, The losers 
rowed a plucky race, but the work lacked 
length and so failed to get them within strik- 
ing distance after the first minute. Belfast 
scored their second win in the Boyne Cup 
pone fours), this time from a field of three. 
Away smartly, the winners went for the race 
at once, and as soon as they had cleared 
Dolphin at the half-way stage they never 
appeared likely to be seriously challenged. 

In the maiden class Newry confirmed the 
form they had shown in the heats the previous 
day in very striking fashion, and, well stroked 
by C. Doherty, they. carried off both four and 
eight by margins of two and two and a half 
lengths respectively. Both eight and four are 
rough, and the time is not at all good, but 
there is a lot of genuine work in both boats, 
and to this may be set down two well-deserved 
wins. With memories of a bygone day, it was 
pleasant to find the name J. 8S. Fisher im the 
eight and rowing in the middle of the boat at 
the useful weight of 13st. 

The senior fours were divided, Drogheda 
taking the Cairnes and D.U.B.C. the Drogheda 
Cups. The home club had quite an easy 
‘journey against Belfast B.C. and Porta- 
down, and their early lead was rewarded 
with a four lengths victory. In the 
senior event D.U.B.C. started rank outsiders, 
Drogheda being rather better favourites than 
Belfast. They got away badly, and were 
behind after the first dozen, but J. M. Gibbon 
pulled the men together, and as soon as they 
lengthened out they secured a lead never 
afterwards lost, the judge’s verdict being 
three lengths and half a length. Belfast pos- 
sibly rowed below their best practice form, 
because they were compelled to row a substi- 
tute at No. 3. With the regular man back 
in the boat at Island. Bridge to-day they 
may be expected to put up a closer fight. 

As a result of this win D.U.B.C. went to 
the start strong favourites for the Hibernia 
Cup (senior eights), rightly, as the event 
proved. E. D. Staunton took them away at 
about 40; at the end of a minute they had 
rather more than half a length, and this was 
held comfortably down the course. Drogheda 
rowed the race in a clinker boat, thus handi- 
capping themselves, and in addition the sup- 
posed advantage of South Station on the 
ebb led the coxswain to steer very close to 
that bank from the Black Beacon up, thereby 
increasing very considerably the distance his 
crew had to travel.

DUBLIN ASSOCIATION TO 
INCREASE ITS CAPITAL. 
In additicn to the twenty-four houses for 
artisans recently built in John street, Dub 
lin, by the Association for the Housing of 
the Very Poor, it is proposed to construct a 
further thirty houses in the same locality at 
an estimated cost of £11,400. 
This decision was announced at an extra 
ordinary general meeting of the Association, 
held at the conclusion of the annual meeting 
yesterday. 
The extraordinary genera! meeting was he!d 
to consider a resoiution that the capital of 
the company be increased to £30,000 by the 
creation of 10,000 additional shares at £1 
each. 
The meeting had also to consider the qties- 
tion of changing the name of the Association, 
im consequence of the extension of the work 
of the Association to include the constructicn 
of houses suitable for members c. the artisan 
classes. 
Regarding the proposal to increase the 
capital of the Association to £30,000, tre 
Chairman (Mr. W. J. Ireland) said that the 
total cost of the new housing scheme would 
be £14,700, but, deducting the allowances 
and grants under the Housing Act. 1925, the 
total expenditure would be £11,400. 
The resolution was unanimously adopted 
Sir Simon Maddock said that unless thev 
had a well-housed community there could be 
no contentment and no development.
